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City To Go Forward on New Senior Center

Concluding weeks of heated contro- 
versy over a proposal for a new senior- 
citizens’ center, the Romulus City Coun- 
cil unanimously approved the issuance 
of bonds to fund the project, and chose 
aconstruction managementfirm to over- 
see it. 

The votes were taken at the Coun- 
cil's October 11 meeting after consider- 
able discussion among Council mem- 
bers, Mayor Alan R. Lambert, Economic 
Development director Tim Keyes, and 
Downtown Development Authority 
(DDA) director Maria Lambert. 

Mayor Lambert began the discus- 
sion by denying rumors that approval of 
the project would lead to a property-tax 
increase for residents. The City's plan, 
instead, is to commit the next 10 years 
of its federal Community Development 
Block Grant (CDBG) funds tothe project 
—atotal of about $2.4 million—as wellas 
about $1 million in DDA monies. 

"You're allaware that we're trying to 
build our senior citizens a senior center, 
and we've found a way to fund it without 
raising taxes," he explained. "If a time 
comes when you can get such a great 
program for such great people, and you 
can do it for free, it's a happy day for 
everyone.” 

Lambert then addressed the refer- 
endum petitions that were recently cir- 
culated throughout the City in an at- 
tempt to force a public vote on the issu- 
ance of bonds for the new senior center. 

"Unfortunately, you have people 
passing out petitions around town, de- 
ceiving people, telling them that their 
tax dollars are going to be raised, but | 
would not do anything to raise taxes In 
this community. The senior center is 
going to be free." 

According to Lambert, who believes 
that at least some of the petitions were 
circulated illegally, there may be seri- 
ous consequences for those involved. 

"It says on the bottom of these peti- 


tions, 'A circulator knowingly making a 
false statement in the above certificate, 
a person notacirculator who signs as a 
circulator, oraperson who signs aname 
other than his or her own as acirculator, 
is guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

Lambert continued, "We've talked 
to several people who signed these 
petitions, and they're telling me [and 
other people] thatthe person who signed 
as a circulator was not the one who 
brought the petition to their home. So, 
not only are they deceiving people by 
telling them that it's going to raise their 
taxes, they're breaking the law by doing 
what they're doing. 

"There will be an investigation on 
this; we are looking into it," he added. 

Lambert concluded by saying he 
supports the referendum process, but 
doesn't think itis necessary inthis case. 


"The rights of the people are very, 
very important to me," he stated, “[but! 
we're not raising anybody's taxes.” 

Councilman LeRoy Burcroff was 
among those who concurred with the 
mayor. 

"| respect the petition process; it's 
the right of the citizens to use it,” he said. 
"[However] they do have the obligation 
to not make false statements. 

"| personally talked to several dif- 
ferent people who signed these peti- 
tions, and they not only didn't have a 
good understanding about the project, 
but they were told some things that, in 
my opinion, were not true. ... After | had 
conversation with them, and explained 
it to them, they were a little bit angry; 
they felt that they were duped in a way 
into signing some of these petitions.

54 from Romulus High School's Class 
of 2004 Earn $2,500 MEAP Scholarships 


According to final results* recently 
released by the Michigan Department 
of Education, 54 students from Romu- 
lus High School's Class of 2004 quali- 
fied for a combined $135,000 in Michi- 
gan Merit Scholarships. To be eligible, 
the students had to score in “Level |" 
(exceeds state standards) or "Level II" 
(meets state standards) on the reading, 
writing, science, and mathematics 
exams that were administered during 
their junior and senior years. 

The total of 54 awardees is the 
district's second highest in the five-year 
history of the scholarship program.

Dear Editor: 

| have a number of questions for 
Robert Coutts, candidate for 34th Dis- 
trict Court Judge.

You started 
putting signs up way before the legal 
date to start. You put signs on private 
property where you did not have the 
property owner's permission to do so.

His injuries were life- 
threatening atthattime. | was, however, 
communicating with my staff while at 
University of Michigan Hospital, and 
made sure that Ms. Witzgall's phone 
call was returned by our cable liaison, 
who regularly handles cable matters. In 
fact, Ms. Trent speaks with Ms. Witzgall 
on a near-daily basis, and keeps me 
updated regarding cable issues. The 
call was assigned to the appropriate 
person. 

Theresidents of Romulus know that 
| am aware of their concerns and do 
return phone calls. The Mayor's Office 
receives hundreds of phone calls per 
week. In the circumstances where | am 
unable to speak personally with callers, 
| have full confidence in assigning mem- 
bers of the City administration to re- 
spond to the residents’ concerns, which 
| did in this case. My administration 
takes great pride in its teamwork and 
effectiveness.

Please reference the public notice 
published in the August 19, 2004 issue 
of The Romulus Roman. It states, "THE 
PRINCIPAL OF AND INTEREST ON 
THE LIMITED TAX GENERAL OBLI- 
GATION BONDS shall be payable pri- 
marily from anticipated tax increment 
revenues derived within the DDA [Down- 
town Development Authority] and the 
bonds shall also pledge the limited tax 
full faith and credit of the City of Romu- 
lus." Did the public notice disclose the 
true primary source of payment, Com- 
munity Development Block Grants 
(CDBGs)? Absolutely not! 

Perhaps we should investigate and 
pursue a much more informative, more 
accurate, andmore factual public notice 
so thatallelectors/taxpayers wouldhave 
known exactly how the debt would be 
repaid. There is no denying that hard 
economictimes exist. Citizens are care- 
fully watching their dollars and debt at 
home — and are, in turn, expecting their 
elected officials to do the same. Thereis 
no question that relying on state and 
federal funding brings the possibility of 
unforeseen uncertainties. Will Congress 
continue to appropriate the funds that 
the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) needs to support 
the CDBG program? Cuts in funding 
always seem to affect the ones that

need the most: senior and youth pro- 
grams. Only time will tell. . 

Again, | hardly think that it makes 
sense to spend tax dollars on investi- 
gating electors/circulators of petitions 


that weren't validated by the Clerk's 


Office, because they didn't contain the 
required number of signatures (10% of 
the City's total number of electors) as 
established by State statute. (Under the 
Romulus City Charter, however, there 
would have been an ample number of 
signatures: 6% of the total number of 
electors who voted in the City's last 
general/mayoral election). | question the 
threat of a full-scale investigation. 

Have we forgotten when each of us 
has circulated petitions for one elective 
office. or another, leaving them unat- 
tended on store front counters? (Peti- 
tions are supposed to be signed in the 
circulator's presence.) Do we remem- 
ber asking citizens to show us their 
voter registration cards before allowing 
them to sign? (Only registered electors 
of the City are eligible to sign petitions.) 
The fact is, the only way a circulator 
knows for sure that the signer is quali- 
fied is to check his/her voter registration 
card. Let's be honest, not petty! 

Perhaps we should have investi- 
gated a certain businessman who felt 
compelled to re-register during several 
past local elections, using his place of 
business as his residence to qualify him 
to vote in Romulus elections. That inci- 
dent was turned over to the City Clerk's 
Office. 

Or, maybe we should direct our 
attention to the real crimes — like the 
vandalization of our cemetery and the 
break-ins in our neighborhoods (Hale- 
creek, Wick, and Tyler Road areas) — 
and focus on protecting citizens and 
their property from the true criminals 
who penetrate our community. 

|, for one, will continue to respect 
and uphold the Constitutional rights of 
those whochoose to exercise their rights 
to petition our government.

Andsome volunteered information about 
some of the people who circulated the 
petitions, saying that they were not the 
people they actually talked to or that 
legally signed this document. 

"This was not a good approach to 
take," he added. "If we do have a legiti- 
mate issue or we want to have a refer- 
endum, | respect that, but we also have 
to respect the fact that there's a pro- 
cess, a legal process, for doing it, and 
we all have to adhere to the law.” 

Councilman Charles Miller, who said 
that he would not get into whether the 
petitions were correctly circulated, fo- 
cused instead on his upcoming vote 
regarding the proposed senior center. 

"The mayor has continued to say 
‘that this is not going to cost the City 
anything," said Miller. "At this point, ifhe 
is confident, Mr. Keyes is confident, 
[and] this administration is confident 
that it's not going to cost anything, I'm 
going to move forward and vote for it. 

"| want you to understand," he 
added, "that| have someconcerns about 
the manner of payment, but I've been 
given their word that it's going to be paid 
[without additional cost to the City's 
taxpayers]." 

Councilman Bill Crova assured both 
Miller and the residents of Romulus that 
they need not fear a tax hike to pay for 
the new senior center. 

"We are limited by the Charter of the 
City of Romulus in reference to the 
number of mills that can be collected by 
the City, and it's also capped by the 
Headlee Amendment," Crova explained. 
“There's no way that the City can go 
ahead and increase taxes. 

“| Know that a number of people that 
l've spoken with that signed this petition 
were led to believe that the bond issue 
could result in an increase in their taxes," 
he added. "That is not the case. The 
only way a tax increase could happenis 
through a vote of the people." 

Crova went on to discuss why he 
supports the construction of anew senior 
center. 

“| was a strong advocate of the idea 
of building a new facility rather than 
trying to renovate the old facility. ... 
Originally, the cost of renovating the old 
building and bringing it up to newer 
standards was estimated to be about 
$1.8 million, [but] we can build a new 
building for approximately $2.2 million. 

‘I'm in total support of constructing 
the new building ... and then knocking 
down the old building and having anice, 
first-class facility in Romulus. With re- 
gard to facilities, Romulus has been 
behind other communities for some 
years, and | personally believe that this 
is Our Opportunity to catch up." 

Other reassurances came from 
Council Chairman Randy Gear, who 
spoke directly to the senior citizens 


present in the audience that evening. __ 


constructed. 


"We would not do anything to try to 
affect the community financially or go 
deeper into your pockets,” he stated. 
"{But] we do want anew facility because 
you have a right to one; you deserve to 
have anewer place. ... The building that 
you have now was a good place for its 
time, but we should move ahead now. 

"People have a tendency to fight so 
hard against change, yet change is in- 
evitable," Gear continued. "But, when 
you docreate change, and you create a 
new vision for people, they should be 
able to share in that; they should be able 
to see it. ... We have put together some- 
thing very nice for you, and we want you 
to help us see that vision through.” 

Councilman Bill Wadsworth also 
sees the project as a change for the 
good. 

"In my 22 years as a councilman, 
this is the first time that we've ever had 
a project where we can get federal, 
county, and local funds. This is the 
biggest thing that's taken place in this 
town in the past 22 years, and it's a win- 
win situation for all of us. 

"This isn't a tax increase of any 
type," he asserted. "It's good for you 
folks out there, and |'m totally in support 
of it." 

Among the last to speak was Linda 
Norman, coordinator of senior-citizens’ 
programs for the City of Romulus. She 
strongly urged the Council to support 
the proposed new facility. 

"Our seniorcenter serves more than 
just the seniors; it serves their families," 
she explained. "It gives them peace of 
mind that their loved ones will be ina 
healthy and safe environment." 

Norman also reminded Council 
members that they need to address the 
community's needs for both today and 
tomorrow. 

"You all will be senior citizens some 
day," she stated. "You all will be looking 
for programs and services and a facility 
for recreation. 

“It's time for us to do something for 
our own future as well as the current 
senior citizens’ present." 

Before the final vote, both Economic 
Development director Keyes and DDA 
director Lambert provided Council with 
some of the project's specifications. 

According to Keyes, the new facility 
will be approximately 15,400 square 
feetin area—an increase of about 2,500 
square feet over the current building. 
Architects who planned the single-story 
brick structure did their best to create a 
facade that will blend seamlessly into 
the existing downtown neighborhood. 

Facilities will include a "living room," 
library, game room, art/craft room, and 
multipurpose rooms, as well as office 
space for administrative needs. 

The building will also be used by the 
Department of Parks and Recreation 
until a new recreation center can be

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Prescription Drug Discount Card Offered

People seeking to learn more about 
Governor Jennifer Granholm's new pre- 
scription drug card program are invited 
to use my Office (517-373-0852) as an 
information resource. 

The Michigan Prescription Drug 
Discount Card — or MI-RX Card — will 
allow as many as 200,000 senior citi- 
zens and working people with no insur- 
ance to cut the cost of their prescription 
drug bills. Under this new program, all 
Michigan residents currently without 
prescription drug coverage can apply 
for enrollment and receive a program 
identification card, which members could 
then use to save aS much as 20% on 
prescription drugs at over 2,300 phar- 
macies in Michigan, including all major 
chains and some mail-order pharma- 
cies. Residents who are either at or 
below the state's median income level 
are eligible for the program. 

Reducing health-care costs for citi- 
zens, employers, and health-care pro- 
viders is vital to Michigan's economic 
future. For instance, in a Detroit News 
article about the automotive industry 
last month, the cost of providing health 
care to employees was listed as the 
single greatest threat to the Big Three's 
viability. The article went on to say that 
automakers are pushing for major 
health-care reforms, including lowering 
the cost of prescription drugs. 

Currently, at least 11 counties are 
engaged in some form of a countrywide 
prescription drug program. The state 
will continue to work with manufactur- 
ers, pharmacists, local government en- 
tities, and health-care providers to as- 
sure that the MI-RX program is compat- 
ible with other discount card programs. 

Families in our community without 
insurance will benefit from this new dis- 
count drug card. It will increase their 


access to vital prescription drugs at a 
lower cost. | wholeheartedly support 
this program, and look forward to work- 
ing with the Governor to improve the 
health and welfare of our community. 
Waiter Diversion 

The House approved House Joint 
Resolution CC, which would place on 
the November 2006 ballot an amend- 
ment to the state constitution declaring 
that the waters of the Great Lakes shall 
notbe diverted out of the drainage basin 
for the Great Lakes. However, House 
Republicans blocked attempts to dis- 
cuss efforts at enacting a Water Legacy 
Act, making this particular resolution 
seem nothing more than an election- 
year gimmick. | will continue to work 
with my colleagues on the Water Legacy 
Act to ensure that Michigan has quality 
laws protecting our Great Lakes from 
diversion and other hazards. 
Truck Lengths 

House Bill 4358 will allow truck 
lengths to be increased. Under current 
law, trucks can be up to 59 feet; this bill 
would extend that to 65 feet. |, along 
with many of my out-Wayne County 
colleagues, oppose this bill. Many times, 
the trucks traveling in Michigan con- 
tinue to do far greater damage to state 
roads than what they contribute to their 
repair. Unfortunately, the billwas passed 
by a vote of 68-33. It is now before the 
Senate for its consideration. 
Identity Theft 

A number of bills aimed at creating 
an Identity Theft Protection Act to 
strengthen citizens’ rights and law- 
enforcement efforts to combat identity 
theft were passed earlier this month. 
Under the bills, the scope of what con- 
stitutes identity theft would be expanded 
to include actions that lead up to the act 
of identity theft itself. They also create 
state regulations on the use of Social 
Security and credit card numbers.
